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Fire Chief Zak Reports 
A Successful Year 



The Coleman Fire Brigade have once again 
chalked up an enviable record of achievement 
for themselves over the past year, as an annu¬ 
al report presented by Fire Chief Zak indicates 
a full year of activity. 


Eleven fire calls were answered 
by the brigade of which five were 
in the Improvement District around 
town and the other six were town 
fires. The fires in the Improvement 
District comprised two chimney 
fires with no damage, one small 
shed fire no damage, one chimney 
fire causing damage to the extent 
of $325.00 while the other a house 
fire was estimated at a total of 
$1,010.00 making a total of $1,325.00 
damage in the Improvement Dis¬ 
trict. 

The town fires consisted of two 
chimney fires, one grass fire, one 
business house fire with damage of 
$1,771.00, a house fire started by 
a lightning strike causing $459.00 
while another fire in the chimney 
of the Italian hall causing damage 
of $105.00 boosted the town fires to 
a total of $2,322.95, making the en¬ 
tire total fire loss for the Improve¬ 
ment District and town $3,657.95. 

Fire Chief Zak also reported that 
the brigade maintains a strength 
of fourteen men besides himself 
and the brigades hold one practice 
per week. During last year 51 prac¬ 
tices were held with an average 
attendence of 95 per cent. 

The brigade also sponsored the

Dust and Water 
Problems in West Coleman 


On the evening of January 24, 
the Council met with Mr. Harquail 
to discuss these matters, at which 
time it was pointed out by Mr.

(a) That the dryer, when accept¬ 
ed by the Company, will put 
out a minimum amount of 
dust. 

'b) He plans on clearing the cld 
sheds by the MacGillivry 
Tipple and covering the 
slurry with gravel from the 
hill, and it is proposed, that 
this slurry in the future, will 
be piped to the old mine 
workings. 


Mr. Harquail points out that this 
is an industrial area and was such 
before the formation of the Town 
and states that it is impossible to 
eliminate the dust completely, al¬ 
though, he believes, it should be 
kept to a minimum. 

The matter of the water problem,

Today, Mr. J. P. Howell, man 
ager of the Calgary office of Dun 
& Bradstreet of Canada Ltd., an¬ 
nounced statement requests were 
mailed to 22,413 businesses in Al¬ 
berta. He said figures obtained 
from a physical count of the Dun 
& Bradstreet Reference Book for 
January, 1963 totalled 22,413 manu¬ 
facturers, wholesalers and retail¬ 
ers in this area as compared with 
21,871 in 1959. 

According to Mr. Howell, each 
January business concerns from 
St. John’s, Nfld., to Victoria, B.C., 
are asked by Dun & Bradstreet 
for copies of their financial state¬ 
ments. This year, requests are be¬ 
ing sent to approximately 300,000 
business concerns — to the corner 
grocery store worth a few thous¬ 
and dollars as well as to busi¬ 
nesses worth milLons. 

The Dun & Bradstreet Reference 
Book lists those manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers who seek 
or grant commercial credit but it 
does not include some of the ser¬ 
vice and professional businesses 
such as beauty and barber Shops, 
security dealers and real estate 
brokers. Therefore, the figures for 
total businesses in Canada would 
be higher than the 300,000 quoted 
above. 

During the past year, Mr. Howell 
added, 12,094 changes were made 
in the Dun & Bradstreet Refer¬ 
ence Book listings of Alberta busi¬ 
nesses, including 3447 names add¬ 
ed, 3526 names deleted and 5121 
changes in the ratings of continu¬ 
ing businesses. 

When the owner or officer of a 
business enterprise, or his account¬ 


ant, fills in and mails his finan¬ 
cial statement to Dun & Brad¬ 
street, it becomes a part of Ithe 
credit report on his business and 
a factor in determining the credit 
rating of his business. Mailing the 
statement, rather than waiting for 
the Dun & Bradstreet reporter’s 
call means a concern’s important 
suppliers will quickly have the lat¬ 
est facts on which to make credit 
and sales decisions. When the Dun 
& Bradstreet reporter receives a 
business man’s financial statement 
in advance of his periodic call, he 
can make a more detailed analysis 
of the financial condition of the 
business and discuss its operation 
more intelligently. 

Back of each listing of a busi¬ 
ness in the Reference Book is a 
Dun & Bradstreet credit report. 
The report includes the following: 
a history of the business (who 
owns it, who runs it, and how long 
it has been operating); a descrip¬ 
tion of what the business does and 
how it does it; a financial section 
which usually includes the latest 
financial statement, and a record 
of how the business pays its bills. 

While credit reports are primar¬ 
ily used by business men who want 
to evaluate the credit risk of a 
business before shipping or sell¬ 
ing, insurance underwriters also 
use credit reports to review risks, 
rates and coverage for fire and 
other types of insurance. 

The Road 
To Welfare 

To what extent is Canada delib¬ 
erately creating a class of state- 
supported unemployed and unem¬ 
ployables? 

Examine the case of a 19-year- 
old Vancouver girl. She has been, 
as she calls it, supporting herself 


for over two years. She lives in a 
housekeeping room. She is known 
as a good worker - when she choos¬ 
es to work. 

At present she is on unemploy¬ 
ment insurance, for the third time 
in her brief career. 

Three times she worked until 
eligible for unemployment insur¬ 
ance benefits. Then she began ab¬ 
senting herself from work on plea 
of sickness, one day out of three 
or two out of three, until discharg¬ 
ed. She takes occasional jobs, but 
none last long while she still has 
benefits available. 

About half her so-called self- 
supporting life has been supported 
at public expense. 

She is by no means typical of 
the bulk of Canadians who through 
no fault of their own are unem¬ 
ployed and drawing benefits. 

But she is typical of what ap¬ 
pears to be a growing class of 
Canadians who regard public as¬ 
sistance as a right, not a privilege. 

With this experience in her form¬ 
ative years, where will she end? 
As a permanent welfare case? 

It is not unemployment insur¬ 
ance alone which gives rise to ex¬ 
amples like this. Canadians are 
building a massive welfare state. 
In the last year for which com¬ 
plete figures are available, 1958- 
1959, welfare and income main¬ 
tenance expenditures by federal, 
provincial and municipal govern¬ 
ments in British Columbia alone 
were $253 million. 

This does not include theoreti¬ 
cally self-paid unemployment in¬ 
surance or public and private char¬ 
ities such as the Community 
Chests. 

In undertakings of this magni¬ 
tude some minor chiselling is un¬ 
avoidable. But the case of the 
young woman we cite can be par¬ 
alleled so often it is impossible 
not to wonder if chiselling is be¬ 
ing made too easy altogether—if 
we are not encouraging it. 

The monetary loss is serious 
enough. But it could be far less 
serious than the damage we are 
doing to those we encourage to 
chisel.

School Poster 
Contests 

The Prairie Provinces Forestry 
Association, representing the Pro¬ 
vincial Forestry Association of Al¬ 
berta, Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
is again conducting poster com¬ 
petitions in each province.

To 
win a prize the poster must be or¬ 
iginal and not a copy of a profes¬ 
sional poster. 

Posters should be on a suitable 
paper for art work of this type, 
with the size of the card not less 
than 12x18 inches and not more 
than 14x22 inches. Posters outside 
these limits will be disqualified. 
Pupils are requested to print their 
name, age, school, grade, and ad¬ 
dress on the lower right hand 
corner on the BACK of the poster. 
The Teacher should send only the 
four best posters from each of the 
two contest divisions. They should 
be received at the Association of¬ 
fice not later than Wednesday, Ap¬ 
ril 10, 1963.

And if you wear glasses, don’t 
fail to carry a spare pair. This ad¬ 
vice goes for luggage keys too. 

What to buy 

No matter where you decide to 
go you’ll want to shop. And in most 
resort spots the parade of shops Is 
endless. In Mexico you’ll find hand¬ 
made silver jewellery, hand-tooled 
leather, hand-blown glass and pot¬ 
tery, semi-preclous stones and in¬ 
teresting textiles. 

In Bermuda you’ll see world- 
famous sweaters, tweeds and Ber¬ 
muda doeskin. Jamaica and Trini¬ 
dad will feature Liberty silks, 
china and woollens from England, 
French perfumes, Indian Cash¬ 
meres and native handicrafts. 

Hand blocked linens and marvel¬ 
lous cotton prints, carved woods 
and Oriental wares abound in 
Honolulu and you are bound to 
come back from here loaded with 
bits of shell and seed jewellery as 
gifts for your friends.

Formula simplifies 
wall estimate 

It doesn’t take an engineer with 
his slide rule to figure out the 
number of standard bricks needed 
for constructing a wall. 

There are 21 bricks per square 
foot in a wall 12 inches thick. 

If a wall is 20 feet long and 
six feet high the surface area is 
120 square feet. Multiplied by 21 
the wall wfll require 2520 bricks. 

For a wall eight inches thick, 
1680 bricks would fie needed and 
so on, thinner or thicker.
